Line a cookie sheet with waxed paper; set aside. 

In a medium microwave-safe bowl, combine 
chocolate pieces, sweetened condensed milk 
and water. Microwave, uncovered, on high 
for 1 minute; stir. Microwave about 1 minute 
more, or until chocolate is melted and mixture 
is smooth, stirring every 30 seconds. Stir in 
nuts and vanilla. 

Pour mixture onto prepared cookie sheet and 
spread it into a 9x6-inch rectangle, or drop 
mixture by rounded teaspoons onto prepared 
cookie sheet. Chill fudge about 30 minutes or 
until firm. 

Cut fudge into 1-1/2-inch squares.

1 RIB ROAST 

1 LB. CREMINI MUSHROOMS 
1 LB. BABY CARROTS 

1 ONION, COARSELY CHOPPED 
3 CELERY STALKS, CHOPPED 

INTO 1-INCH PIECES 

2 BAY LEAVES 


1 CUP RED WINE 

2 CUPS CHICKEN STOCK

EXTRA VIRGIN OLIVE OIL

DIRECTIONS 


Preheat the oven to 450 
degrees. 

Add mushrooms, carrots, 
onion, celery, bay leaves, 
wine and chicken stock to 
the bottom of a large roast¬ 
ing pan. Season with a little 
salt. 

In a food processor, chop 
rosemary, garlic and cayenne 
pepper. (Rosemary can be 
a very overpowering flavor. 

If you feel like 1/2 bunch is 
too much, scale back a little.) 
Slowly drizzle in olive oil 
until it forms a paste. Cover 
the roast with the rosemary 
paste and set atop vegetables 
in the roasting pan. Season 
with a good amount of salt. 

Cook at 450 degrees for 
30 minutes to brown the 
meat. Baste the roast with 
the juices in the pan and 
rotate. Turn heat down to 
350 degrees and cook for 
90 minutes to 2 hours, until 
meat thermometer reads 130 
degrees (for medium rare). 

Serve carved meat with 
cooked vegetables and 
drizzle with sauce.

'Snowball Earth' theory. According to some scien¬ 
tists, the evidence can be found within striations 
and geographical placement of various rock forma¬ 
tions, whereas others have a different interpretation 
of the formations, explaining them away with tec¬ 
tonic movement and citing no feasible model for the 
event to have taken place, neither from a geologic 
point of view nor an evolutionary one.

When the next Ice Age 2.0 takes hold, life as we 
know it will be drastically different: 

TOMORROW 

All future warriors of tomorrow’s frozen wasteland 
will benefit from familiarizing themselves with the 
snowball and its variations. It will be the weapon 
of choice on the glaciated desert that will be our 
new home, so knowing its relative effectiveness is 
essential for survival. There isn’t a lot of space to 
elaborate, so let’s cover the first and most important 
lesson of life in the igloo. 

The water content of a snowball determines its 
level of effectiveness, and this is dependent on the 
temperature and humidity. Outlined below are the 
five types of snowballs and the relative conditions 
that make them possible: 

SNOWBALL 1 THE TRAINER 


TEMPERATURE: below freezing 
HUMIDITY: none to very little 
WATER CONTENT: none to very little 
This is dry snow or freshly fallen snow, and the cold 
temperature means there is minimal water content. 
This is the kind of snow that will whistle when 
you quickly drag your foot through it. Snowballs, 
formed only through prolonged packing and ap¬ 
plication of hand heat, are loose and dissipate upon 
slight impact.

SNOWBALL 2 THE LIVELY 


TEMPERATURE: just below freezing to just above 
freezing 

HUMIDITY: a little 
WATER CONTENT: a little 
This snowball is easier to pack and though not 
very dense, maintains its spherical structure 
through flight and thus delivers an effective yet 
mostly harmless jolt upon impact. Good snow for 
young grommets to hone the skills of prolonged 
snowball conflict within the training arenas of the 
Ice Age 2.0 agoge.
